AN ORDINANCE requiring a permit to transport 
oversize or overweight vehicles and objects 
on City streets , fixing permit fees, and 
providing penalties. 



BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA? 

SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to transport 
any oversize ornsserweight vehicle and/or object, as defined from time 
to time by the Indiana General Assembly, on the streets of Fort Wayne 
unless such person first secures a permit to operate the same. 

SECTION 2. Applications for such permit shall be made in 
writing to the Board of Public Works of the City or to any department 
designated by the Board of Works to issue such permits, on forms to 
be provided by the Board of Public Works. 

SECTION 3. The application shall be accompanied by a fee 
of $10.00 for each permit to exceed the legal width, length, height, 
or weight limit. The fee for oversize equipment shall be $25.00 
for a ninety (90) day period of time. 

SECTION 4. Any person failing to comply with or violating 
any of the provisions of Sections 1, 2, or 3, shall upon conviction, 
be fined $100.00 for each violation, shall be liable for any damages 
caused by such unlawful operation, and, if overweight, shall in 
addition be assessed a civil penalty as set out in Section 47-536a 
of Barns Indiana Statutes. 

SECTION 5. This Ordinance shall be in effect from and after 
its passage and approval by the Mayor.
